The ordinary guard around La For- 
taleza, residence of the American gov- 
ernor, has been doubled, and a heav- 
ily armed police escort accompanies 
Winship wherever he goes. 

Winship was named governor-gen- 


eral of the islands about two years 
ago, succeeding Robert H. Gore, of 
Florida. Governor Winship is a na- 
tive of Macon, Ga., and former judge 
advocate general of the United States 
army. 

The precautions were believed a re- 
sult of serious political disturbances 
in the island, elimaxed last month by 
assassination of Colonel E. Francis 
Riggs, Puerto Rican police chief, by 
two nationalist students who were ar- 
rested and shot by police. 

Pedro Albizu Campos, nationalist 
leader, who has trained a group of

Riggs was killed that “a tyrant has 
fallen.”

Negro Under Train. 

Rail authorities said the body of the 
unidentified negro was found under 
the train and it was not determined 
whether he was a bus passenger or 
a transient “riding the blinds” on the 
train. 

The injured were Miss Josephine 
Early, 23, of Macon; Clarence Beard, 
of Byron, and J, B. Horne, 45-year-old 
Central of Georgia locomotive engineer 
of Macon, who was a passenger on 
the bus. 

Miss Dora Poole and Miss. Ruby 
Gunter, who had left the bus here, 
were eyewitnesses to the tragedy.

~ Prosecutor Eleven E. Marshall de- 
clined to forecast his action, but the 
impression was general that he would 
move to have the murder complaint 
against Wendel dismissed. 

With a crowd of 200 curious per- 
sons milling about the jail, the prose- 
cutor hurried there- with other offi- 
cials, including Attorney-General Wi- 
lentz, questioned Wendel nearly two 
hours, disclaimed any connection with 
the new charge, and expressed the 
belief the prisoner knew nothing what- 
ever about the kidnaping except what 
he had heard and read. Wendel de- 
clared the confession was wrestled 
from him by torture. 

‘The condemned man’s hope for a 
new lease on life appeared tonight 
to rest almost entirely on the possi- 
bility the court of pardons might 
exercise a never-before used preroga- 
tive and stay the execution pending 
a further investigation.

Within the past few days we have 
seen how one of the welfare agencies 
of Atlanta rises to meet a real emer- 
gency. 

The Atlanta chapter, American Hed 
Cross, organized almost overnight a 
campaign for the relief of the sufferers 
in the flood-ravaged districts of the 
east. A few hours after the extent 


‘| of the disaster was known the cam- 


paign here was functioning smoothly 
and help was being received for those 
whose need was so desperate they 
could not wait. A day’s delay might 


have made this help too late. 

The campaign and its organization 
were spectacular because the situation 
was spectacular. 

Yet, right here in Atlanta, nearly 
every individual or family group that 
comes day after day to the welfare 
agencies for assistance brings a prob- 
lem of real human emergency. Often 
their plight is so desperate they can- 
not wait for assistance. For them 
tomorrow will be too late. 

Not Often Spectacular. 

The welfare agencies of Atlanta 
deal constantly in human emergencies, 
These emergencies are not often spee- 
tacular. Trouble rarely is. But noth- 
ing could be more serious than this 
constant, daily necessity to serve the 
unfortunate in Atlanta who, in the 
aggregate, far outnumber the victims 
of what would be known as a “major 
disaster” if the circumstances had been 
different. 

Emergencies euch as that now 
faced by the Red Cross demonstrate 
the readiness of these organizations to 


meet situations as they arise. Dis- 


fates relief is re oe oe known 
function of the Red 

But right here in Atlanta, in Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties, the Red 
Cross carries on, day by day, its other 
work that affects the lives of even 
more people than those made homeless 

the disastrous fl 

Aid Highway Victims. 

-. Highway accidents take an appal- 
ling toll and the number mounts every 
day. The Red Cross is engaged in a 
program of erecting first aid stations 
ye principal highways leading into 
Atlanta, near spots notorious for ac- 
cidents, so that the toll of future ac- 
cidents may be lessened. 

Its great work of mercy extends 
into the homes through its classes in 
home hygiene, accident prevention and 
care of the sick. Its program of train- 
ing young people in life saving has cut 
Fenormously the number of deaths from 
drowning, despite the fact that more 
and more people take up swimming 
and boating for sport. Its Junior Red 
Cross activities teach thousands of 
school children lessons of service to 
others. Its traditional work for the 
veterans has never stopped. 

Less well known are the classes in 
the transscription of books into Braille 
for the blind, through which new 
vision and hope have been brought to 
many forced to live in perpetual dark- 
ness. 

Local Work Important, 

And right here in this metropolitan 
area there is an example of how the 
Red Cross adapts itself to cireum- 
stances and emergencies, serving, no 
matter what the need. 

DeKalb county has no agencies to 
specially deal witL family problems 
of care and service. But DeKalb coun- 
ty has a Red Cross chapter. So the 
DeKalb county chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross serves as the family

Tabaseo and Campeche—priests must 
be married. Ihe church is not allow- 
ed to own property or operate schools. 
Because these and- similar restric- 
tive laws are in effect, most Cath- 
olics regard the reopening of churches, 
whieh is being carried out with the 
approval of the federal government, 
as a “hopeful sign” that the govern- 
ment’s religious policies may be mod- 
ified rather than as any definite or 
immediate amelioration of the situa- 
tion of the church. 

far at least 12 states in which 
churches were closed between Decem- 
ber, 1934, and April, 1935, in a coun- 
trywide anti-Catholic campaign, are 
making arrangements to open them or 
have already done so and turned them 
over to “committees of neighbors” for 
care and upkeep. 

The churches themselves and all 
other religious property is constitu- 
tionally owned by the federal govern- 
ment and administered by the min- 
istry of finance. 

In all there are some 5,000 churches 
in Mexico, of which an _ estimated 
4,000 were closed by state governors 
in 1933 and 1934. Since there was 
no legal basis for this action, the 
federal government made known it 
would not oppose the reopening of 
churches, with the exception of those 
destined by presidential order for use 
as schools, libraries or offices. 

In most of the reopened churches 
no religious services will be officially 
allowed because of state laws which 
restrict the number of priests permit- 
ted to officiate in the country to 197 
—approximately one for each 380,000 
Catholics.

their ranks annually, that they were 
almost becoming classified as negro 
diseases. He saw that along with 
their academic and vocational train- 
ing, his people had to be taught the 
simple fundamental laws of health. 
The yital importance of cleanliness, 
fresh air, good food and periodic medi- 
cal attention. He enlisted, as was his 
custom in this health campaign, the 
resources, interest and co-operation of 
every agency, white and negro in the 
country concerned with the advance- 
ment of his race. And out of it has 
grown the annual observance of Ne- 
gro Health Week. 
Atlanta Leads. 

Atlanta has always taken a lead- 
ing place in the effectiveness cf this 
annual drive for better health. For 
the past two years the city has won 
the special award for the best ‘or- 
ganized and most effective cleanup 
campaign. If it is won this year a 
permanent trophy will be received. 

The slogan for this year’s campaign 
is “Health First—the World Marches 
Forward on the Feet of Its Children.” 
Every effort will be made through the 
distribution of thousands of pieces of 
literature, the preaching of health 
sermons by ministers; the delivery of 
health talks in schools, colleges and 
churches by physicians and nurses; 
the showing of health movies in the 
theaters to thousands of school chil- 
dren and the conducting of a highly 
organized and efficiently managed 
clean-up campaign, to demonstrate 
that to have a healthy citizenship the 
child’s health must he safeguarded. 

Health Deficiency. 

A study recently made but not yet 
published of 264 selected boys in the 
city of Atlanta shows an abnormal 
percentage of them suffering from too 
frequent colds, nose and throat infec- 
tions. Fifty per cent of the boys had 
astigmatism but only 13 per cent had 
ever been examined by an oculist. 
Over 40 per cent of the boys were 
handicapped by subnormal hearing. 
Many boys exhibited malformations of 
posture. More than two-thirds of the 
boys needed attention to their teeth. 

These maladies are often the direct 
result of poverty, unsanitary living 
and school environment, ignorance and 
lack of necessary and timely medical 
atatention. 

A city like Atlanta is no healthier 
than its sickest citizen. It is no more 
sanitary than its dirtiest most squalid 
back alley. The mansion is not safe 
as long as its servant come from 
quarters where disease and general 
physical debility are bred. Money 
and time and skill invested in provid- 
ing the humblest citizen with living 
conditions and adequate medical care 
and supervision to safeguard his 
health and that of his children, is an 
investment that will pay dividends in

PARIS, March -29.—(4)—France’s 
new military defensive treaty with so- 
viet. Russia will help the United 
States and Great Britain in the far 
east. French officials said today. 

Soviet diplomats said the pact is 
“especially welcome” in the present 
“highly inflammable” state of Russo, 
Japanese relations and that Moseow’s 
new alliance with France made it pos- 
sible to give ful] attention to the new 
treaty with Outer Mongolia. 

Military observers expect Russia to 
move more of her huge army and air 
force to her eastern frontiers, for the 
treaty assures her of French aid in 
Europe if Germany attacks on the 
west. Officials say Japan will ad- 
vance more -cautiously~ in her “pro- 
gram of conquest” when Moscow can 
turn her full attention to the east. 

Should Germany and Japan attack 
Russia at. the same time, France must 
march against the nazis and thne she 
would become an enemy of Japan. 
French officials have expresed belief 
that an “understanding” exists between 
Berlin and Tokyo while Russian diplo- 
mats insist a formal pact has been 
signed. Both Japan and Germany 
have denied these reports. 

France faces almost certain loss of 
her rich, hard-won Pacific colonies, of- 
ficials say, if such a war begins, al- 
though many observers say the United 
States and Great Britain could not af- 
ford to watch Japan take such terri- 
tory.

leading aspirants. 

Second, the American Liberty 
League, whose activities -have been 
clearly designed to aid the republican 
opposition to the New Deal in the 
forthcoming elections, ig faced with a 
curtailment .of its functions through 
an indicated falling off in contribu- 
tions. | 

Issue Against Landon. 

Third, administration leaders are 
prepared to raise an effective issue 
against Governor Landon, in the 
event he is the republican presidential 
nominee, on the score that a consid- 
erable part of his pre-convention cam- 
paign promotion expense has been 
borne by a leading figure in the oil 
industry who was prominently identi- 
fied with the famous oil scandals of 
the Harding administration.

Long Feud With Hearst. 

Mr. Hoover has never forgiven 
Hearst for the bitter campaign waged 
against him during the former admin- 
istration and is inclined to hold the 
publisher responsible for the Landon 
tie-up with Governor Merriam, of 
California, wherein a Landon slate of 
delegates is to be entered in the Cali- 
fornia primaries. 

Landon is said to have replied that 
he has prepared to go through with 
the Merriam-Hearst commitment and 
if reports regarding the incident may 
be trusted a break in conservative ele- 
ments of the party may be expected 
when the convention meets at Cleve- 
land next June. 


Governor Landon, who is receiving 
support from conservative leaders of 
the party in the east, is the key fig- 
ure in yet another schism revolving 
around the candidacy of Senator Wil- 
liam EK. Borah, of Idaho. 

Senator Borah, in a recent speech 
at Chicago, made utterances which 
are susceptible to the interpretation 
that he may break his traditional par- 
ty regularity of the past and lend sup- 
port to the liberal forces supporting 
the re-election of President Roosevelt 
if Landon is nominated by a combi- 
nation of conservative elements. 


Sinclair Backing Campaign. 

On the final score whether’ the 
Kansas governor knows it or not, ad- 
ministration leaders are in possession 
of information that Harry Sinclair, 
oil tycoon who figured in the Harding 
oil seandals, is bearing a large part 
of the Landon pre-convention cam- 
paign burden. For this reason the 
Sunflower state executive has been 
selected as the administration’s num- 
ber one favorite for the republican 
nomination. The President's friends 
feel that he will be easier to defeat 
than anyone else, once the Sinclair 
and Hearst affiliations are exploited 
to their proper campaign value. 

As for the Liberty League, latest 
reports of its contributions received 
by the lower house of congréss indi- 
cate that some of the main sources 
of its former revenue are cutting 
down. The DuPonts, of Delaware, 
chief contributors of the past, for ex- 
ample, have apparently switched their 
allegiance to the republican national 
committee as the beneficiary of their 
checks, evidently proceeding on the 
idea. that the national committee is 
the proper place for campaign effort 
against the New Deal now that the 
presidential fight is getting under 


way. 

League Believed Near End. 
All of which has been sufficient to 
give rise to reports that the Liberty 
League is about to fold up. ,Whether 
significant or not, the elaborate of- 
fices of the organization here have 
been strangely inactive of late. Only 
one release has been forthcoming in 
more than 10 days, whereas it has 
been the wont of the Shouse-managed: 
outfit to keep a steady stream of 
anti-New Deal propaganda in the 
mails. 

For one thing, there has been a 
growing feeling on the part of repub- 
lican leaders that the Liberty League 
has been working more to the injury 
of the G. O. P. cause than to its good. 
The fact that a powerful group of in- 
dustrialists have been associated in 
the common purpose of opposing the 
President has enabled democratic lead- 
ers to make the effective reply of 
stand-patism, 

Undoubtedly, Mr. Roosevelt has 
suffered no harm by the league’s ac- 
tivities to date.

VANDENBERG SUPPORT 
1S DENED BY HOVE 


Is Engaged in Fighting 
New Deal Only. 


CHICAGO, March 29.—(4)—For- 
mer President Herbert Hoover denied 
reports today that he was backing 
United States’ Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg, of Michigan, for the re- 


publican presidential nomination. 

“There is not an atom of truth in 
that gossip,” he said in a statement 
issued through his private secretray, 
Paul Sexson. ‘ 

The former occupant of the White 
House “has taken no part in the en- 
couragement of any candidate” and 
‘is engaged solely in fighting the New 
Deal,” the statement asserted. 

“Just the usual political gossip,” 
was Sexson’s description of a Wash- 
ington dispatch carried by the New 
York Times quoting capitol observers 
as saying Hoover and his “immediate 
supporters” were pushing Vandenberg 
as the republican presidential choice. 

The former chief executive's state 
ment ignored that part of the Times 
dispatch which said he had abandon- 
ed hope of himself being named to 
battle Presidential Roosevelt in No- 
vember. es 

With the reply to the Vandenberg 
reports, Hoover broke a strict week- 
end silence. He has been in seclu- 
sion at the home of ‘his old friend, 
Chauncey McCormick, preparing the 
seventh of a series of attacks on New 
Deal policies. The speech will be de- 
liveredh at Fort Wayne, Ind., on Sat- 
urday. 

The address will concern not the 
farm. problem, but some. other phase 
of the Roosevelt administration, Sex- 
son said. He declined to be more spe- 
cifie.

CHANGES I UL. ARY 
URGED BY GEN. ROBERTS 


Reorganization Would Cre- 
ate Speedier, More Efficient | 
Force, Officer Claims. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—(A4)— | 
Reorganization of the entire army to 
create a speedier, more efficient fight- 
ing machine was urged today by 
Brigadier General Charlies D. Roberts, 
commanding officer of Fort Ontario, | 
New York. 

To accomplish this, Roberts recom- 
mended drasti¢ reductions. in the size | 
and make-up of existing units, sim- 
plification of-command, and: motoriza- 
tion and rearming of the infantry— 
the “backbone” .of the army. 

Under Roberts’ plan, outlined 
the Infantry Journal, the size 
the infantry division would be reduced 
to 11,422 men and 608 officers—less 
than half the present strength—and 
a similar siashing and = regrouping 
would. be followed all down through 
regiments, companies, battalions and 
squads, 

The plan was evolved through his 39 
vears’ experience in the. Spanish- 
American War, Philippine insurrec-

“When we entered the World War,’ 
Roberts said, “we had available a tre- 
mendous reservoir of untrained man- 
power. Rightly or wrongly we used

“Our division of 28,000 men was 
almost double the strength of 
French and British divisions. Every- 
body admitted that it was too large 


and unwieldy, and at the end of the | 


war it was cut down to under 20,000 
men. Since then it has heen grad- 
ually enlarged until it 
strength of 25,000 men.’
